700 acres with wheat, and prepared as much more 
for corn, barley, potatoes, beans, &c., and 
150 with turnips. His stock consisted of 140 
horses, 112 cows, 235 working oxen, heifers and 
steers, and 500 sheep. He constantly employed 
240 hands and kept 24 ploughs daring the whole 
year, when the earth and the state of the weather 
would permit. In 1786 he slaughtered 150 h 
weigung 18,560 Ibs. for the use of his family, 
besides provisions for his negroes.

A few minutes before 7 o'clock, P. M., I 
landed safely without injury to my balloon, near 
the farm of Joseph G. Willson, Cox's Crock, 
Nelson couuty, within five miles of Bardstown, 
having traveled during the voyage not Joss than 
one hundred miles. I was soon assisted by 
young Mr. Willson and several other gentlemen 
to whom I feel greatly obliged. 

From this experimental voyage, I am convin- 
ced that I could travel with this balloon (whieh 
is the best that was ever constructed in the U. 
States) several thousand miles, and remain a 
week, if necessary, in the atmosphere.
